Snow at A. 6i M. College and attended 
same. Assisted in organizing Brazos 
County Pure Bred Live BtocK Asso­ 
ciation, painted signs for said asso­ 
ciation arid assisted in delivering stock 
on arrival. 
With County Agent C. L. 
Season visited schools in all parts ot 
brazos county and also meetings of 
tao different communities of a night. 
\v ea t out to Tabor day before fair and 
arranged exhibits and Decorated their 
booths also painted signs used at the 
lair and spent day a t fair rendering 
any and every assistance in my power. 
I spent three days in succession on 
the King of Trails getting a detour 
road in the Brazos bottoms as 
the 
main roads had been closed and all 
tourists were being sent via. H unts- 1 
vine and Temple, thereby causing the 
i iss of tourists trade in Bryan. Spent 
the first day getting the consent of 
bottom planters who live in Navasota 
to give the right of way and was ac­ 
ool tied splendid cooperation in every, 
way. The second day while the secre­ 
tary from Navasota was looking after 
tile grading of the road, Dud W’hite 
and I dug post holes, barb wire fences, 
and marked detour with signs a t ev­ 
ery angle or turn in the road. I paint­ 
ed 22 signs. The third day w ith Dud 
VV hite and D. L. Wilson spent almost 
the entire day digging holes on the 
main graveled road for posts to place 
the turn fence and gate and it was a 
hot July day and I believe that Pres- 
ient Haswell will substantiate these 
remarks for he passed on 
his 
way 
taking back his handsome new car. We 
im ltcd him to join us in the post dig­ 
ging pleasure, all of which he grace­ 
fully declined. 
This detour was kept 
opened during the time the concrete 
was being laid on the main highway. 
I went over there several times and 
looked after the m arkers and condition 
of road. 
This detour shortened the 
distance from Bryan to Navasota ten 
miles from the way travel had to go 
otherwise via. Dinkins, which was 
a 
very bad road. 
One thing of great 
importance to Brazos county develop­ 
ed from my oining down on detour 
road m atter. 
On a trip to Navasota 
conversation with 
Ward Templeman 
we decided that the concrete road of 
fifteen feet was too narrow and we 
got busy, he through Senator H. N. 
Lewis and I through Representative 
Leo J. Rountree, and in twenty four 
hours we had the promise of every 
member of the highway commission 
and highway engineer to give Brazos 
county $8,000 more on that road to 
make it 17 feet wide instead of 15- 
feet. 
Gave every particular attention to 
federal students who are attending A. 
& M. and saw th at each and every one 
.secured good accomodations in Bryan 
and rendered them many other valua­ 
ble assistance. Secured accomodation 
for vocational teachers, house keeping, 
bourd and lodging in every case. 
I 
only looked after the welfare of the 
student or new comer to Bryan and 
never at any time did I show any favor 
itism as to where I sent them, and this 
service was rendered each and every 
one without one cent of expense w hat­ 
soever. 
Read thirty papers acting as one of 
the judges in contest for prizes of­ 


fered to Tabor school for best paper 
on “Trip to A. & M. College.” 
Read ten papers in contest acting 
as judge in contest for prizes offered 
by Superintendent Eek Smith. 
Secured rooms 
for 
the 
visitors 
attending A. & M. Thanksgiving game, 
game. Assisted Secretary Cook of A. 
6i M. Alumni Association in arranging 
and serving dinner to ex-students on 
Thanksgiving day at A. & M. college. 
As the committee 
on 
advertising 
and soliciting is a secret committee, 
appointed by the president, two mem­ 
bers are not known and I am chairman 
and the third member of committee. 
Before the business men will consider 
giving advertisements or money they 
must be shown an endorsement from 
the committee. 
This committee dur­ 
ing the past year gave endorsements 
to nine advertising propositions 
and 
refused endorsement 
to 
fifty 
two 
propositions. These propositions were 
from home and tra n sie n t solicitors. 
Bach proposition wanted from 
$150 
to $300 in advertising and with an av­ 
erage of $200 for each proposition, if 
only fifty per cent of advertisements 
were secured would have cost the bus­ 
iness men $5,200. There is no way of 
estim ating the amount saved 
in re­ 
fusing the solicitors for every kind of 
proposition on earth and each 
and 
every proposition was carefully look­ 
ed into and credentials 
investigated 
and out of about eighty that asked for 
endorsement the committee gave en­ 
dorsement to but six. The organization 
had regular crew s th a t w’orked or a t­ 
tempted to work the city regularly 
every month or so, and the latest plan 
that was attem pted was the securing 
of subscriptions for magazines and 
etc., on the flimsy camaflouge that 
the girls were trying to win scholar­ 
ships to schools in the E ast and most 
of the girls had long passed twen­ 
ty, and with the girls always travelled 
a crew of from three to five men. Cir­ 
cus day there were at least fifteen 
fellows here who tried to pull off sell­ 
ing farm papers, giving the farm er 
spectacles, fountain 
pens or 
maps. 
'I his was worked on or attem pted on­ 
ly on the negro. City Marshal M artin 
and I got busy and put a stop to it. I 
refused the endorsement and he not 
allowing them to work without 
an 
endorsement. This soliciting commit­ 
tee in refusing endorsements to those 
fellows saved the poor negro many 
dollars, and during the year the citi­ 
zens of Bryan a sum th at would run 
up into large figures. To prove that 
the committee were wise in refusing 
endorsement in two cases alone I have 
a letter to be on the lookout for party 
that was soliciting for an automobile 
proposition or a tourist guide, th at he 
was a fraud and the city marshal had 
a letter to watch out for a woman 
who was soliciting 
for 
an 
orphan 
home in the east and we turned both 
propositions down long before we had 
these letters. The committee has ren­ 
dered you great service and deserves 
the thanks of this organization and I 
think it would be wise for your new 
board to continue the advertising and 
soliciting proposition. 
In 
the 
beginning of school 
on 
September 
1st, 1921, 
I 
had 
calls 
from all parts of the city, listing their 
rooms and homes, what few that were 
for rent, and every newcomer sent di­ 
rectly to my office and I secured ac­ 
comodation for every one that appeal­ 
ed to me thereby renderin a valuable 
service to the new comer and assisted 
many widow in renting her apartm ent, 
or getting boarders and roomers and 
much of this was done of a night when 
parties would come to my home, but 
night or day I always 
tackled 
the 
proposition and won the approval of 
every new comer by such a service. 
Served as secretary for the Bryan 
Building and Loan 
Association 
and 
during the past year made out 147 re­ 
ceipts in the first series and 117 
in 
the second series, collected the money 
every month. If a party wanted to 
buy or sell stock he would come to me 
lf he wanted to build or make applica­ 
tion for a loan he would come to me 
and I explained the B. and I.., most of 
the time after six and at night when 
they would come to my home. 
I al­ 
ways gave them all the time necessary 
and tried to make them see what a 
fine organization the B. and L is. I 
sold the entire second series of $250,-

Coach Hudson will substantiate same, 
wmen I say the service which I ren­ 
dered him contributed in a large way 
to the winning of the State champion­ 
ship rn th at I took all the detail work 
off of him and all he had to do was to 
give the entire time to the team and I 
did the rest. I went with him to Con­ 
roe ^Nacogdoches, Kyle Field, Austin, 
and Dallas. I checked all the tickets 
a t restaurants to see if same was cor­ 
rect, at botels, bought all tickets, paid 
all bills and held down the position as 
gate keeper at each and every lace, 
and but mighty few passed the gate 
that didn’t have a ticket 
The only 
place they put one over me was at 
Austin but that bunch 
that rushed 
across the field didn’t get in through 
the gate. 
I got the water cans, had 
them sterilized, put ice and water in 
the cans myself Saw them on the pull­ 
man and off at Dallas and on to our 
rooms and to hotel table. In a word 
the Bryan High team didn’t drink any 
other water after leaving Bryan until 
they broke training after they had 
won the State championship at Dallas. 
Wrote letters during the year for 
farm ers and any one who requested it. 
Fainted signs, wrote cards for agy and 
every one th at asked me to do so and 
a t no time that I can recall did I ever 
say NO or th at I won’t or can’t. 
Attended to the correspondence for 
the chairmen of each 
of the eight 
standing committees. 
Fainted signs for exhibitors for the 
Brazos County Poultry Association. 
Arranged, planned and put up the 
decorations for the banquet given by 
the Pastors’ association to the Bryan 
Higli or Little Aggies. 
This brought me lip to a few days 
before Christmas and I felt that for 
the rest of the week I would take life 
good and easy when my phone rang on 
W’ednesday before Christmas.

Fairm an wanted to talk to me 
and 
was coming right to my office, he was 
going to pull off a Santa Claus stunt 
at the Dixie that afternoon and hadn’t 
been able to get any one to play San­ 
ta, and I was the very one and strange 
to say I was the exact height, and he 
wanted me at 3 o’clock and only for 
thirty minutes.

Sheriff Morehead received a tele­ 
gram to Horace and Onie White, who 
were convicted in the Brazos county 
district and given twenty years for 
killing Dr. Ben Harrison in Grimes 
county, and tried here on a change of 
venue, stating their case had been re­ 
versed by the court of criminal ap­ 
peals at Austin today. The telegram 
was from Attorney E. O. Berry, of 
Houston. 
The Whites have been in 
the Brazos county jail since March 
43, 3921. The case now goes back to 
the district court which 
meets 
in 
February for
